out stale, fiat and unprofitable. 

In one of the firstand by odds the most 
labored of his essays, Lord Macaulay takes 
much pains to show, what is now pretty 
freely admitted, that poetry flourishes in 
greatest luxuriance during the ¢aflier 


tion advances, he tells us, poetry neces- 
sarily declines. The sciences grow but 
slowly. Every age adds something to 
them. Each age improves upon its pre- 
decessor. Even when 4 system hag been 
formed there is something “toadd, to alter, 
or to reject.” Not so with poetry. The 
progress of refinement rarely supplies it 
with better objects of imitation. Lan. 
guage, which ws its instrament, unlike 
other mechanical contrivances, is best fit- 
ted for its uses in its rudest state. We first 
perceive. That is poetry. Then we ab. | 
stract. That is philosophy... In propor- 
tion as men know more aad think more 
they look less at individuals. They con- 
sider classes. Therefore they make better 


phrases instead of images. Analysts ts not 
the poet's business. It is his to portray, 
not to dissect; and hence ‘‘the v 

of an enlightened society is philosophi- 
cal, that of a haltcivilized people is 
poetical.” 

Look at the lessons which biography 
furnishes us. Do they not confirm the 
sbstractions of Lord Macaulay? And look 
atourown experience. Mr. Thackeray 
wrote some very charming verses, but no 


poem. Yet who among our professional 


about this: first, poetry pure and simple; 
then complex; then dramatic; then romance 
in prose; then imaginative fiction; then the 
novel of real life; then criticism, philoso- 
phy and the deluge! We have reached 
the last cycle of literary supremacy. 
are come upon an age of literary photo- 
grapbs; and when Mr. Trollope dies and 
the newspaper has run its course, we may 
as well clone the book. 

The poetry of the period is but child's 
play. itis not the inspiration of nature, 
but the suggestion of greater originals; 
rbythm by echo; passion at second hand: 
the cast-off garments of the aristocrats 
and first families of the Great Republic 
of Letters. The wretchedness of genius 
has passed into a proverb. But what must 
the wretcbedness of a fourth rate poet be? 
And all our poets are fourth «ate. A sad 
lot! Who shall sing their sorrows— 

“And balm their tears ip melancholic line,” 
and make them some amend for time and 
paper wasted? A year of periodical liter- 
ature bas just gone by, and it has been our 
business to read cart-loads of it, Kuglish 
and Yankee, and this we say—ay, and 
beldly—that ia the whole rubbish we have 
not met one solitary gem,not one, not a 
single one, net one hig enough to hang as 
an ear-bob for s mosquito—more’s the 
pity! We havealso read all the communi- 
cations in verse which have come to the 
Counrzr-JOURNAL; and we live—though 
poorly—God be praised for his mercies!
